VALEDICTORY  ADDRESS 


TOM  MARR- VALEDICTORIAN 


"Welcome  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  our  Commencement  Exer- 
cises, and  congratulations  to  you  weirdo  freaks  who  this  night  are 
commencing-meant  in  the  sense  of  graduating,  of  course.  That  you 
are  commencing  to  do  other  things  tonight  is  a  matter  for  sheer 
conjecture.  Isn't  it  strange,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  the  sons  and 
daughters  you  sent  off  to  university  don't  return  quite  the  same 
bunch?   The  girls  dress  a  little  differently  and  the  guys  -  what  with 
the  occurrence  of  longer  locks  and  hair    accessories  -  it's  shocking! 
Actually,  I  would  view  these  exterior  changes  as  trivial  when  com- 
pared to  beneficient  changes  in  attitudes  that  come  from  living  in 
a  university  environment,  or  at  least  living  away  from  your  protec- 
tive care. 

Being  chosen  as  Valedictorian  for  the  Class  of  '69  is  an  honour 
of  great  infamy  -  I  mean,  esteem  ...  I,  as  Valedictorian,  am  obliged 
to  present  a  valedictory  address  of  the  nature  of  a  valediction.  In 
other  words,  I  am  here  to  bid  farewell.  Whether   I  should  both 
wave  and  say  goodbye  is  a  question  of  interpretation  of  the  facts 
presented  heretofore  explicitly  to  show  the  nature  and  essence  of 
my  being  placed    before  you,  speech  in  hand.  However,  I  shall  de- 
viate from  this  norm  set  forth  thus  far,  and  try  to  give  a  short  re- 
sume of  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  Green  Grossers  in  their 
upward  quest  for  knowledge  and  understanding.
